22. (Withdrawn) The inhalable solution or suspension according to claim 21, wherein 
the pH is adjusted by means of an acid selected from among hydrochloric acid, hydrobromic 
acid, nitric acid, sulphuric acid, ascorbic acid, citric acid, malic acid, tartaric acid, maleic 
acid, succinic acid, fumaric acid, acetic acid, formic acid and propionic acid or a mixture 
thereof.
